SMALL PROFITS IN GRAIN 



Some Interesting Figures Showing 
Relative Value of Different 
Crops Raised 
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Northern Illinois InrmiTB are probably 
lis progressiva as any to bo found in the 
United States, and yet they nro far from 
making the most of their 'opportunities.. , 

There are too many cheap crops raised at 
the expense of more profitable ones. It 1b. 
within the enpacity of every farmer to 
niako a comparison of profits, and such a 

comparison is startling. Why is it that 
many of the crops on which the most labor 
is expended return a profit of only $10 or 
$15 per acre, while-Others will net $50 to 
$200 per acre? There must be something 
wrong in the agricultural system, or this 
would not be tho case. 

It has been shown by competent authority 
that tho grain crops of the country, involv- 
ing great labor and investment, return the 
smallest profits of any. Wheat nets less 
" than $10 per acre. In fact, many people 
Agree that when the expense of equipment, 
the value of land, the cost of seed and the 
worth of the labor are considered, there is 
no profit whatever in raising whent. 

The American farmer, as a rule, does 
not count his own time, the value of his 
land ; nor the cost of horses and machinery 
in estimating his profits on grain. If he 
has a crop of 100 acres of wheat that will 
•clear $500 for him after reckoning the 
value of Reed, the cost of help and such ex 
penses as threshing, be put it down as 
$500 profit, though he has put most of his 
year's time into it, besides maintaining 
the land and an equipment of horses nnd 
machinery worth several hundred dollar*. 

Corn is a little bettor, but the profit on 
this crop, as well as on dairying, is alto- 
gether too low. It is much under that on 
each products as onions,. bean*, hops, po- 
tatoes, sugar beets and the general run of 
fruits. It . is apparent that the person of 
limited capital is best off on a email tract 
■of land — 20 to 50 acres— with as wido a 
■diversity of interests as can be made. The 
following table, showing the relativo value 
of crops, is based on practical knowledge:

The above are crop* ^~-^_^ colors '*' 
fully raised in this and other 8trtles»v„,]. a ^ 
figures fairly illustrate the point to bo 
tnado, namely, that money is most surely 
niado by people of limited means on little 
places and by intensive farming. People 
must, get out of the old ruts and pay more 
attention to modern "methods. Every, .acre 
may be made to pay from $50 to $200. It 
is simply a waste ot time to run farms on 
the basis of $10 to $20 an acre profit. 

In this market there is a constant de- 
mand for fruit, vegetables, poultry and a 
variety of other articles thnt come under 
the head of light farming. Strawberrries, 
raspberries and cherries are immensely 
profitable Thoy will pay anywhere from 
$50 to $200 per acre after deducting for tho 
cost of labor in caring for and picking the 
fruit. Flowers pay equally wellj br better. 
Such being tho case, why should farmers 
woik their lives out in lines of endeavor 
where the profits are $10 to $20 per. acres?

In the passing away of Mr. Soule 
another old soldier has been taken from the 
ranks of the living.

On Wednesday evening f at 7:30 o'clock 
occurred the death of Mrs. Christian Seller 
at tho home of her son, Robert Setter, at 
Grass Lake.

The will of the lute William H. Dow 
of Waukogan, Bled in county court on 
Monday, shows an estimated valuation of 
825,000 real estate and $40,000 pernonnl. 

Mr. Dow bequeaths his property, real 
nnd personal, to his wife, Armilla M. 
Dow and hiB heirs, which include four 
children, Robert, Mrs. Grace Boutwell, 
FrankandMrs. Ruth Wright, the latter of 
Milwaukee. 

However, in the above ho does not in- 
clude the stock in the Dow Manufacturing 
Co , of which he owned tlie big majority. 
With reference to thiB stock, he bequeaths 
one-third to Mrs. Dow and one-sixth to 
each of his children. 

He provides that, from tho earnings of 
the company, within a year after his de- 
mise shall be paid the following bequests: 
8500 to Gardner. W". Dow; 8100 to Alice F. 
Flagg, the latter of Burlington, Vt.; 8100 
to the First Congregational church of 
Waukegan, of which for years he was 
superintendent. 

The reft of his property he bequeaths to 
his wife with the wish that she make a 
will at once and that the property which 
may bo in her name at the time of her- de- 
mise, be left in equal shares to her children; 
in cane uny of tbem should have died, then 
their share shall go to their children. 

The will was drawn Dec.- 29th, 1906, and 
C. T. and Coral Hefydecker are the wit- 
nesses. 

Mrs. Dow was named executrix without 
I oids. 

While the estimated valuation of the 
estate is shown to be 865,000. it is believed 
iit the court house this amount does not 
coyer all the property arid that Mr. Dow 
was worth close to 8100,000, in real estate 
nnd personal property. Considering that 
ho had practically nothing about twenty 
years ago, his acquirement of property 
shows with what application he attended 
to hia business.

Robbers Run Towards Market Street and

Features or" the daring robbery were . the 
fact that two men did the job, one holding 
a revolver to Graves' face and theolher 
searching hiB pockets by reaching around 
hto person from the rear. - 

Mr. Graves waB walking .along Lake 
street toward his home, after leaving ihe 
tobacco store, when suddenly out of a small 
alleyway near the Hangebrauck residence 
the two robbers sprang. 

One, a stout, rather tall man, held a "re- 
volver in bis hand and getting in front of 
Graves he leveled it aa he shouted, "Hands 
up!" 

Graves was unarmed and totally unpre- 
pared, so he did as he was ordered, al- 
though a husky specimen of manhood, cap- 
able of putting up a strenuouB fight. 

"I have no money," he said when the 
two holdups demanded what cash he bad. 
At this moment the shorter and slighter 
of the two robbers who had thus far taken, 
no part, stepped out of the. shadows and , 
going behind Mr. Graves, put his . arms 
about his waist from tho rear and went 
through his pockets. 

Ho got a 810 bill, $5 of which belonged 
to Graves and $5 to his firm. 

Graves was then- seized and' 
violently around by the robbei) 
Bcooted off down Luke street toward 
Btreet before he could recover his ba\ 
Graves at once came down tewi 
sought a police officer. Not finding oi 
once ho went to Cliffe's saloon and tV 
phoned the robbery into the station fr!

First Explosion Snuffs Out 18 Lives, 

and In th,e Second Many Res* 

cucrs Perish* 



New York. — The Hay-market tragedy 
of Clilcago .was almost reenacted In 
Union square Saturday when an an- 
archist who graduated from the ranks 
of socialism attempted to hurl a bomb 
into Capt. Rellly's squad of policemen. 

The bomb exploded In the hands of 
the assassin, who was probably mor- 
tally wounded. A companion of the 
anarchist was killed instantly, four po- 
licemen were wounded, and scores of 
persons near by were struck by fly- 
ing fragments of the uonib. 

The outrage followed the breaking 
up by the police of a mass meeting 
of socialists, many of whom carried 
red flags. 

Bomb Thrower Confesses. 

The man who held the bomb and 
'who was about to hurl It at the squad 
of policemen when It exploded had 
his right hand blown off just nbovo 
the wrist and both of his eyes were 
Injured. 

,' . Despite his terrible injuries he was 
occasionally conscious during the aft- 
ernoon and evening and told the po- 
lice and the coroner, who took his 
ante-mortem statement, that he had 
- intended to throw the bomb at the po- 
lice. 

He also Bald that he had been 
beaten by a policeman over on the 
east side about a week ago when he 
was trying to make a speech and he 
wanted to get revenge. 

."Ordered to Kill." 
V Later he added: "I was told to do 
' this. I bought the nitroglycerin for 
the bomb at a drug store at Clark 
street and, Broadway, Brooklyn. I 
made the bomb myself from a piece 
of gasplpc. 

"I have a wife and two children in 
Russia. I have been in the United 
States two years. My nearest rela- 
tive is named Cohen and lives at 21 
Park street, Brooklyn. I worked for 
a tailor named Goldstein on Eldrldge 
street, near Broome street (Manhat- 
tan)." 

The bomb thrower said his name 
was Selig Silversteln and that he lived 
at 82 Beaver* Brooklyn. 
j Disciples of Hunter. 

Sllversteln's companion was Identi- 
fied as Ignatz HUIebrand of 288 Third 
avenue, a tailor who worked for* H. 
Beckman of 82 Prospect place, Brook- 
lyn. 

Both Silversteln and HUIebrand 
were followers ,of Robert Hunter, the 
Chicago preacher of socialism, and 
graduated from his "school" Into the 
. ranks of the Berkmah-Goldman an- 
archists. 

In Sllversteln's room In Brooklyn a 
letter, sealed and stamped, addressed 
to Berkman, was found by the. police. 

Silversteln May Recover, 
i Silversteln was still alive" in Belle- 
vue hospital Sunday night Though 
the explosion tore off his right hand, 
temporarily blinded him and caused 
frightful bodily injuries, he may sur- 
vive. As yet he cannot see, but the 
.sight of one' eye" may. be restored. 
! .Seven men arrested after the bomb 
explosion '.were arraigned In , court 
Sunday. Of the number, six called 
themselves Russians. . One of them 
was an American. ■ The foreigners 
were held in $3,000 bail each for fur- 
ther examination, while the American 
was held without bail. They are 
charged with taking part in a riot. 

; ROBBER'S HEAD BLOWN OFF. 



Cheyenne, Wyo. — Between 55 and 
70 men, lost their lives in two ex- 
plosions In coal mine No. 1, owned 
by the Union Pacific Coal company at 
'KCanna, Saturday. The explosions 
were caused by gases and coal dust 
and each was followed by lire. 

The first explosion occurred at three 
o'clock, when 18 mine workers, Includ- 
ing a superintendent and three bosses, 
were lcllled. The second occurred ut 
10:30 o'clock at night, snufflng out the 
lives of from 40 to 50 members of a 
rescue party, Including State Mine 
Inspector D. M. Ellas. 

The wildest excitement prevailed 
Sunday In Hanna and at tho -mine, 
where hundreds congregated, Includ- 
ing widows, children and other rela- 
tives of the victims. "When the second 
explosion occurred additional appeals 
were telegraphed to all surrounding 
towns for assistance. One train was 
rushed west from Omaha, carrying of- 
ficials of the Union Pacific railroad 
and tho Union Pacific Coal company. 

The bodies of four of the 18 mon 
who lost their lives In the first explo- 
sion wore located Saturday night, but 
owing to the Increasing volume of gas, 
which threatened to oxplodo at any 
moment, no effort was made to re- 
move them to the surface. 

Fire started in the colliery last Sun- 
day, since which time attempts at reg- 
ular "Intervals have been made to ex- 
tinguish It Saturday it was deemed 
unsafe to send the miners down Into 
\he workings and they wero notified 
not to report for duty. Superintendent 
Briggs, with a team of picked men, the 
best and most experienced hands In 
the camp, went into the mlno to fight 
the fire," but at two o'clock the flames 
had got beyond their control and at 
three o'clock the fire connected with 
tho walled-off gas and a terrific explo- 
sion followed. The victims are all be- 
low tho tenth level and it is likely 
that the flames consumed the corpses. 
A second explosion occurred at 
10:30 at night In the cast shaft, where 
a gang of 50 relief workers under 
State Mine Inspector Ellas were about 
to remove four of the victims of the 
first explosion. The shaft was filled 
with debris and all air currents cut 
off. 

The second explosion was more se- 
vere than the first, being felt in all 
parts of the town, and It Is feared 
that 50 or GO names have been added 
to the death list. Miners and citizens 
rushed to the east shaft, where they 
were joined by the relief workers who 
were , driven from the west shaft, 
which was also .caved-ln by the explo- 
sion, • and all set to work to dig out 
tho entombed men. Penetrating a 
short distance the rescuers came upon 
James Case, who was lying uncon- 
scious In the level. Ho could tell noth- 
ing about what happened inside, aa 
he was badly Injured. 

It Is feared that all the miners wero 
either killed outright or smothered by 
the after-damp. As all wero volunteers 
and their names were not taken when 
they entered, a list of the victims of 
the second horror will not bo available 
until a house-to-house canvass of the 
camp Is made. 





Safe-Cracker Killed by OWn Blast In 
Arkansas. 

Gentry, Ark.— In a futile attempt 
to blow open tho safe of tho .Farm- 
ers' bank at Sprln'gtown, near herq, 
early Thursday, the head of one of 
the robbers was blown from his shoul- 
ders by a premature oxploBldn of dyna-' 
mite. The body or the dead robber 
was found In the bank near the safe. 

Danville, Ill.-^Two: desperate- men 
believed to be the same who at- 
tempted to loot tho bank. of Chrisraan 
Wednesday, on Thursday morning 
held up and robb'ed^tho office of tho 
Danville Water company, at the point 
of revolvers, forcing Cashier Byors 
and a woman to stand while they 
looted the safe. Thej ; obtained ton 
dollars' and overlooked a largo amounU 
in another compartment of tho safe. 

Severe Storm In Michigan.

Causes President Roosevelt to Be So 

Informed — Statement from the 

Berlin Foreign Office. 



Berlin. — Emperor William, having 
ti'een fully advised as to the attitude 
of President Roosevelt and the feeling 
of the American public in regard to 
the alleged refusal of his majesty to 
receive Dr. Hill as ambassador to 
Germany In succession to Charlemagne 
Tower, has recalled all the expressions 
of disapproval he recently sent to 
President Roosevelt and would be 
pleased to receive Dr. Hill as ambas- 
sador. 

The emperor has caused this view 
to be communicated to President 
Roosevelt 

The German foreign office has sent 
to the Associated Press the following 
official declaration on the subject: 

"The notices which have appeared 
hitherto in tho foreign press in re- 
gard to the Hill affair have orglnated 
In tho; erroneous Impression that it 
was intended In Berlin to recall the 
approval given here last autumn to 
Mr.. Hill's appointment This has 
never been thought of. It Is true that 
doubts subsequently arose as to 
whether Mr. Hill would feel himself 
comfortable In tho post of American 
ambassador to Berlin, but these doubts 
have been removed, so that nothing 
stands In the way of Mr. Hill's nom- 
ination to the Berlin embassy, and he 
will be welcome In Berlin now, as he 
would have been before, or as any 
other unobjectionable representative, 
would be who should be named by 
President Roosevelt 

"It Is to be stated emphatically that 
throughout tho whole incident tho am- 
bassador, Mr. Tower, has not swerved 
for one instant from tho straight line 
of absolutely loyal and honorable con- 
duct, both toward his own government 
and £ho Imperial German govern- 
ment" 



500 MAY BE DEAD IN QUAKE. 



Two Cities and Three Towns Are 
. Completely Destroyed. 

City of Mexico. — Two cities and 
threo_ villages completely destroyed, 
and a number of villages and towns 
badly damaged Is the result of 
the earthquake throughout tho Mex- 
ican republic. Tho cities destroyed 
are Chilpanclngo and Chllapo. The 
villages are Conception, Tetllllla and 
Coatepec, each having a population of 
1,000. Chllapa has a population of 
about 12,000; while Chilpanclngo has 
8,000. Tho greater part of - Chllapa 
burned. ' 

Estimates of the dead vary. It. Is 
known that between 200 arid 300 per- 
sons lost their lives in Chllapa alone. 
At Chilpanclngo reports say only a 
few lives were lost and that aid has 
been sent from there to Chllapa. 

In the villages so far as heard from 
Saturday there aro only a few scatter. 
Ing dead. It is believed, however, 
that tho death list will' not exceed 500 
throughout the republic. It may be 
more, and It may prdVe loss. 

In the City of Mexico 200 houses 
wore shaken down, but no , one was 
killed. A number of persons in the 
poorer quarters were badly Injured. All 
day there were slight shocks and 
the people Saturday 'night were panic 
stricken, many of them refusing to 
sleep In their houses. 

The news was brought to Chilpan- 
clngo by a runner. Government re- 
ports aro minimizing, In bo far as pos- 
sible, news of the disaster.

— Senator Foraker Mon- 
day obtained leave to withdraw from 
the Benato files a paper Introduced by 
him on Wednesday last and . printed 
as a public document, and tho order 
carried with it the suppression of all 
the printed copies of ,tho paper. HIb 
Introduction of the paper last week' 
and the withdrawal contained no Inti- 
mation of tho sensational character of 
tho document, which still would be 
unknown had It not beon for the fact 
that several copies had been given out 
before It was suppressed. 

The paper 'was prepared by Henry 
W. Elliott of Lakewood, O., and pur- 
ported to be "tho official record of tho 
loot and ruin of the fur seal herd of 
Alaska." Senator Foraker had neglect*, 
cd to read it 

It was not until the paper came out 
In printed form Monday that its char- 
acter^ became known. It was found to 
rofleot upon the integrity of the* pre-, 
siding officer of tho senate and upon 
members of., tho. senate and*houso and 
other government officials. It trans- 
gresses one of the established though 
unwritten rules of both houses of 
congress and caused a sensation of no 
small magnitude. 

Passing over_30 years of the "offi- 
cial record" Prof. Elliott dealt with 
the work of tho Anglo-American high, 
joint commission In connection with 
the scaling question and told of an 
argument made hy Mr. Fairbanks In 
opposition to a sealing bill before tho 
senate, committee on foreign relations 
In 1902-3, when he was a member of 
the committee. This paragraph Is 
taken from the report: 

"The statement of % Senator Fair- 
banks was an untruth* In every respect 
— a square and wholesale fabrication 
on his part, to defeat the pending bill. 
Under the 'circumstances, his col- 
leagues could not dispute his false re- 
port, therefore they took no action on 
this bill, at his request" .
